WHEREAS,  Webster  Street  from  the  North  line  of  Pearl  Street  to  the 
South  line  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  New  York,  Chicago  & St.  Louis  Rail- 
road Company  is  a public  thoroughfare  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Allen 
County,  Indiana;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Webster  Street  at  this  particular  point  does  not  proceed 
across  the  right  of  way  of  the  New  York,  Chicago  & St.  Louis  Railroad 
Company;  and, 

WHEREAS,  very  little  vehicular  traffic  traverses  this  particular 
portion  of  Webster  Street;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Perfection  Biscuit  Company  owns  all  of  the  real  estate 
abutting  and  adjoining  Webster  Street  from  the  North  line  of  Pearl  Street 
to  the  South  line  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  New  York,  Chicago,  & St.  Louis 
Railroad  Company;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  construction  of  a private  overhead  passageway,  ramp, 
or  overpass  would  be  beneficial  to  the  public  and  would  not  be  detrimental 
to  or  inconsistent  with  the  free  use  of  the  easement  of  the  traveling 
public  over  said  Webster  Street;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Perfection  Biscuit  Company,  a corporation,  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  have  heretofore  filed  with  this 
Board  its  petition  for  permission  to  construct,  maintain  and  repair  a

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PROPOSED  BRIDGE  OVER  WEBSTER  STREET 


FOR 

PERFECTION  BISCUIT  COMPANY 


The  above  contemplated  bridge  is  to  be  located  on  the 
north  side  of  Pearl  Street  spanning  over  Webster  Street  as 
shown  on  the  attached  drawing.  The  bottom  of  the  bridge  will 
be  a minimum  of  27  ft.  above  the  preseht  street  grade.  The 
bridge  will  be  substantially  28  ft.  6 in.  wide  and  approximately 
19  ft.  high.  The  length  of  the  span  from  the  main  building  of 
the  Perfection  Biscuit  Company  on  the  east  side  of  Webster  Street 
to  the  Bread  Plant  on  the  west  side  of  Webster  Street  will  be 
66  ft.  0 in.  from  building  to  building. 

The  bridge  will  be  a thoroughly  permanent,  rigid  and 
high-grade  structure  supported  upon  properly  designed  structural 
steel  faced  with  structural  steel  facing  over  masonry  or  insul- 
ated steel  walls.  Floor  construction  will  be  of  concrete  neatly 
finished  from  below  and  the  roof  will  be  of  structural  steel 
.joist  with  concrete  slab.  Lighting  will  be  with  glass  brick  in 
modern  style. 

Any  necessary  additional  information  will  be  promptly 
supplied  by  the  under-signed  but  it  can  be  assured  in  general 
that  the  structure  will  be  modern,  neat,  and  thoroughly  sub- 
stantial.

That  Webster  Street  from  the  North  line  of  Pearl  Street  to  the  South 
line  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  New  York,  Chicago,  and  St.  Louis  Railroad
